Caps and gowns will be available for 
pick up at the ICC Bookstores on both 
the Fulton and Tupelo campuses at 
designated times that will be shared 
with the graduates.

Begin transcript process now

The key to unlocking 
opportunities at four- 
year institutions is a 
transcript, and those 
who have completed col- 
lege work or about to 
graduate can order their 
transcripts now to begin 
the transfer process. 

An official transcript 
can be ordered online or 
in person by both cur- 
rent and previous stu- 
dents, according to 
Rachel Steele, registrar 
and director of admis- 
sions. Online orders are 
sent right away to the 
students’ university of 


choice. 

The most common 
way to order a transcript 
is online, Steele said. 

When a student re- 
quests a transcript on- 
line, Parchment, a secure 
network run by a third 
party that the College 
uses to distribute and re- 
ceive official transcripts, 
will prompt them to set 
up an account, which 
takes only a few minutes. 

It is recommended 
that students wait until 
final grades are posted to 
order the transcript, 
Steele said, to have the 
most accurate and com- 
plete transcript sent to 


the university of their 
choice. 

Parchment offers the 
opportunity to place an 
order now and delay 
sending it until after 
final grades have been 
posted. 

Ordering a transcript 
costs $10.

Itawamba Community College’s 
Rick Collier picked up his 650th win as 
head baseball coach Wednesday fol- 
lowing the Indians defeat of East Mis- 
sissippi 13-2 in game one of a 
doubleheader at Roy Cresap Field. 

“To me, it’s more about the players,” 
Collier said. “I haven’t hit, thrown or 
caught the first ball, but I’ve recruited 
some really good kids throughout the 


years, and those relationships mean 
more to me than anything. This is a 
blessing, and I thank the Lord every 
day for giving me the opportunity to be 
here.” 

Collier, who has been head coach 
since the 2002 season, has led the In- 
dians to three conference champi- 
onships and one regional title. 

His most recent championship 
came in 2019 when his squad went 41- 


8-1 overall and earned the No. 2 rank- 
ing from the National Junior College 
Athletic Association (NJCAA). 

In his 21 seasons, Collier, who has 
coached 10 All-Americans, had numer- 
ous players sign to the next level and 
almost 20 players drafted by a Major 
League Baseball organization, includ- 
ing Tim Dillard, Desmond Jennings, 
Delvin Zinn, Tyreque Reed and most 
recently, Kyle Crigger. 


From 2003-13, Collier led his teams 
to 11 straight postseason berths and 
has made the playoffs in all but three 
seasons. 

This season, Collier’s team is 26-8 
overall, 13-5 in conference play, and is 
making a push for the postseason. Col- 
lier holds the all-time coaching wins 
record at ICC, and after Wednesday’s 
sweep, he is 651-309-1 at the helm of 
the Indians.
